The decision of February iv is the founda- 
tion of the Nar attack n the Dar- 
danelles. On this day Admiral Carden was 
informed that Mudros harbour could be used 
by him as a base, and Rear-Admiral Wemyss 
was appointed as senior naval Officer there. 
In the evening of the 16th, in pursuance of 
the decisions which had been taken, I 
directed Admiral Oliver, Chief of the War 
Staff, to have transports collected with the 
utmost speed for the 29th ‘Division, and he 
issued orders to this efiect on the same day. 
The resolve to concentrate an army un- 
doubtedly carried with it acceptance of the 
possibility of using it in certain eventualities. 
But these were not as yet defined. 


Lord Kitchener's 
Painful Indecision. 


During the 17th it appeared that great 
pressure was being put upon Lord Kitchener 
from General Headquarters not to divert the 
29th Division from France. In fact, as has 
been justly observed by the Official Naval 
Historian, the use of the 29th Division be- 
came a cardinal issue between what. were be- 
ginning to be called in our secret circles “ The 
Western” and “The Eastern” policies. 
Lord Kitchener became the prey of these con- 
tending opinions and forces, and he was 
lunged into a state of most painful indecision 

tween them. 

Se far, not a shot hed been fired at the 
Dardanelles, but we were on the eve of the 
attack of the outer forts. When we met 
in Council again on the 19th, it became clear 
that Lord Kitchener had changed his mind. 
He informed us that he could not consent 
to the dispatch of the 29th Division to the 
East. He gave as his reason the dangerous 
weakness of Russia and his fear lest large 
masses of German troops should be brought 
back from the Russian Front to attack our 
troops in France. 

I cannot believe that this argument had 
really weighed with him. He must have 
known that, apart from all other improbabil- 
ities, it was physically impossible for the Ger- 
mans to transport great armies from Russia 
to the French Front under two or three 
months at the very least, and that the 29th 
Division—one single division—could not effect 
the issue appreciably if they did so. He used 
the argument to fortify a decision which he 
had arrived at after a most painful heart- 
searching on other and general grounds.

Recoil.” 


The Council bowed to Lord Kitchener’s 
will, though its wishes and opinions were an- 
altered. It was decided to postpone the de- 
parture of the 29th Division, but the 
Admiralty was instructed nevertheless to con- 
finne the preparation of transports for it and 
other troops. On the 20th I minuted to the 
Director of Transports: “ All got are 
to be made to embark the 29th Division with 
the least possible delay. The dispatch of this 
division is not, however, finally decided.” 

The 20th. was a day of Recoil. Lord 
Kitchener had refused to send the 29th 
Division. He even seemed opposed to any 
large concentration of troops in the East. He 
deprecated my gathering transports at Alex- 
andria for 40,000 men as a precautionary 
measure, to which he had previously assented, 
He went further. He sent his Aide-de-Camp, 
the brave and accomplished Colonel Fita- 
Gerald, over to the First Sea Lord and the 
Admiralty Transport Department to say’ that 
the 29th Division was not to go. 

_The First Sea Lord and the Director of 
Naval Transport thereupon assumed that the 
question had been finally settled by agree- 
ment between Lord Kitchener and me. The 
orders for the collection and the fitting of the 
transports for this division, which had been 
operative since the 16th, were accordingly 
cancelled, and the whole ficet of twenty-two 
vessels was released for other duties and dis- 
persed, without my being informed.

After the meeting of the 26th 
was over I ingured from the Transport De- 
partment as to what exact state of prepara- 
tion the transporta were in, expecting to find 
that they were ready. I then learned that on 
the 20th they had been countermanded and 
were now utterly dispersed. 

I was staggered at this and wrote at once 
to Lord Kitchener in protest, 

Mr. Churchill to Lord Kitchener. 
February 27, 1915. , 

“The War Council on the 19th instructed me 
to prepare transport inter alia for the 29th 
Division and I gave directions accordingly- 
I now learn that on the 20th you sent Colonel 
FitzGerald to the Director of Transport with 
a message that the 29th Division was not to 
go, and acting on this the transports were 
countermanded without my being informed. 
It is easy to see that grave inconvenience 
might have resulted from this if it Kad been 
decided at Friday's Council to send this divi- 
sion at once. 

“I have now renewed the order for the pre- 
patation of the transports, but J apprehend 
that they cannot be ready for nearly a fort- 
night. It now seems very likely that the 
pe of the Dardanelles will be completed 
efore the end of March, and perhaps a good 
deal earlier. 

“ May I ask also to be informed of any in- 
structions given to the French Division? I 
understand that the War Office do not wish 
them to come to Lemnos, The absence of any 
British Regulars seems to make the presence 
of the French specially necéssary, and I trust 
they may not be prevented from coming until 
at any rate the matter can be discussed in 


Another Change 
of View. 


I immediately renewed the orders to the 
Transport Department, but it was not found 
possible to reassemble and fit the necessary 
vessels before March 16. 

““The actual é mood! of the bombardment 
and the success oí the Navy at the outer forta 
induced a further change of view. ‘Another 
meeting of the War Council,” to quote the 
report of the Dardanelles Commission, “ was 
held on March 3. By this time Lord 
Kitchener's ee to the dispatch of the 
29th Division had apparently weakened.”’ 

On the question being raised by Mr. 
Churchill he said that he proposed to leave 
the question open until March 10, when he 
hoped to have heard from General Birdwood. 
General Birdwood, however, arrived at the 
Dardanelles before the 10th. On the 5th be 
telegraphed to Lord Kitchener :—‘I am very 
doubtful if the Navy can force the passage 
unassisted,” . . . .” 

This was followed on the 6th by a telegram 
to the following effect: “TI have already in- 
formed y> that I consider the Admiral’s fore- 
cast 18 too sanguine, and though we may have 
a better estimate by March fo. I doubt. his 
ability to force the passage unaided.’’

Wig and Gown. 


Under Section 36 of the Courts of Justice 
Bill the Minister for Home Affairs is em- 
powered, with the concurrence of specified 
legal authority and with the approval of 
the Oireachtas, to regulate '“ the robes and 
official dress to be worn by the Bench and 
the Bar.” Yesterday the Dail rejected an 
amendment by which Captain Redmond 
proposed to leave this matter in the 
discretion of the judges and barristers. 
There is a general beliei that the Free 
State Government desires to banish the 
traditional wig and gown from the 
precincts of the courts. In his letter 
of instruction. to Lord wlenavy’s Committee 
President Cosgrave described the machinery 
of British law in Ireland as “a standing 
monument oi end 
virtually invited the Committee to make 
drastic changes in its methods, ritual and 
nomenclature. Yesterda; the President 
was again insist: * on this point, but 
we are glad to learn that he is not an 
utterly ruthless iconoclast. He does not 
propose to abolish all the paraphernalia 
of dignity {rom the new Irish courts and 
he admits that popular opinion is in 
favour of an officia] dress. The wig and 
gown are doomed, it appears, not because 
they are ceremonial, but because they

for two reasons. In 
our legal system may have been identified, 
or at least associated very closely, on the 
political and administrative side, with 

ritish government in Ireland, On the 
purely legal side it was a free and distinct 
system. It made and maintained noble 
traditions ; it enriched the science of law ; 
its fame and credit in the world’s eyes 
were Irish, not English, fame and credit. 
Therefore it has established a native and 
perfectly independent title to the insignia 
of wig and gown. In the next place, our 
new courts ought to be dignified, and the 
dignity of wig and gown cannot be 
equalled by anything that the Govern- 
ment’s sartorial] artists can hope to devise. 
That point we take to be beyond argument. 
The French people are good judges of such 
matters. . When the late Mr. Hyacinth 
Plunkett, K.C., represented the Irish Bar 
at a great function in Paris his full- 
bottomed wig—his perruque Louis Quatorze, 
as they called it—made a profound im- 
pression on Press and public. By common 
consent it eclipsed al] the other splendours 
of the scene. 


We have no dislike to the principle of 
innovation in Irish affairs, but it ought to 
be made for sound cause. Let us not be 
afraid of changes that are good in them- 
selves, but let us be suspicious of changes 
that seem to be inspired rather by prejudice 
thai. by reason. President Cosgrave wishes 
that, in every possible respect, our laws, 
legal practices,-legal titles and dress shall 
bs different from those of England. We 
agree with him if he can promise that the 
difference always will be for the better. 
We disagree with him very heartily if he 
means that he would prefer even an 
inferior Irish article to a superior English 
article: Where he invites the Oireachtas 
to break away, on principle, from the 
English system of law and justice he 
invites it to break away from a system 
whith, by almost universal consent, is the 
best in the world. That fact is a prima 
facie argument against change. Why 
should the Free State refuse to hold 
fast that which is good simply because 
th. good thing was made in England— 
or rather is, in its full development, 
the product of England’s, Scotland’s and 
Ireland's joint genius and experience? 
Yesterday President Cosgrave repeated the 
phrase “alien government,” >ut on this 
occasion he put the word “late’’ before 
“alien.” The prefixed word alters the 
whole situation. British institutions may 
have been alien to Ireland vefore the Free 
St.te came into being. Surely they ceased 
to be alien when the Prime Minister of 
the Free State took his place with his 
fellow-Prime Ministers at the Imperial 
Conference. To-day the resources, achieve- 
ments and traditions of all the nations of 
t > mighty Commonwealth are the property 
o. all. The British system of justice is 
among the most perfect of these common

The lessons of the war proved that London |. 


was as yulnerable to attack from the air 


“as Paris, Rome, or Brussels, and that, 


although the Navy still was an invaluable 
weapon of defence, without the Air Force 
the war hardly. could have been won. As 
Sir Frederick Sykes declared, at the end 
of the war Britain had the finest fighting 
Air Force in she world. Supremacy in 
the skies passed first from Germany to 
France; but during the latter part of the 
war there was no doubt of Britain's 
mastery. To-day the position has been 
reversed. Germany has no Air Force 
worth consideration, and Britain has 
allowed her great flying service to be re- 
duced to the merest skeleton of its war 
strength. France, on the other hand, has 
devoted most of her attention since the 
Armistice to the creation of an Air Force 
which has no rival in the world, and 
both in men and material her superiority 
over Britain in the air is almost as great 
as was that of Germany on land in 1914. 
The people of these islands, strong as 
may be their love for their former 
comrades in arms, cannot afford to take 
the slightest risks. At present Britain’s 
shores are almost defenceless. Her small 
Air Force is scattered throughout the 
globe, and it is safe to say that, if by any 
evil mischance a war should break out in 
Europe to-morrow, London would be 
virtually at the mercy of any hostile 
Power which might choose to attack it. 


Britain to-day is a poor country. She 
has adopted a policy of debt redemp- 
tion which is absorbing all her surplus 
earnings, and the general depression 
of trade throughout the world has re- 
duced her income. considerably, By 
herself, therefore, she cannot possibly 
attempt to build up an Air Force which 
wil] reach a one-Power standard; but nf 
she is helped by the Dominions, there is 
no reason why she should not forge a 
weapon which would safeguard her against 
any possible attack. After all, Britain's 
immunity from destruction is as im- 
portant to the Dominions as it is to her- 
self. If Britain were to be defeated in a 
war, none of them would be safe, and they 
all recognise now that they ought to bear 
some portion of the burden of Imperial 
defence. The first essential, as we 
think, is the encouragement of civil avia- 
tion. By this means pilots can be trained 
efficiently and rapidly, and two birds can 
be killed with one stone. There is no 
longer any doubt of the value of civil 
aviation to trade; it could be used ex- 
tensively for the improvement of Imperial 
communications, and, if the worst should 
come to the worst, men and machines 
could be pressed into the fighting service. 
Much as we may dislike the thought, 
prestige in the last analysis depends on 
armament, and the voice of the Empire 
would carry far more weight if it were 
reinforced by a formidable fighting 
machine. All the Dominion Premiers 
recognise the need for expansion, and we 
hope sincerely that. the Conference will 
not he allowed to adjourn until some 
arrangement for common action has been 
made. Self-preservation is natures fore- 
most law, and Britain cannot afford to 
abandot her defences while her neighbours 
ar: arming themselves to the teeth,

The Potato Harvest. 


The potato is a parven among 
vegetables and not a very distinguished 
one at that. Millions of people live on it, 
however, or at least, eke out the nourish- 
ment provided by less plentifal forms of 
food, and it has the distinction of being 
the only vegetable besides the onion which 
the inhabitants of the British Isles can 
cook in more than one way. For these 
reasons the latest statistics of the world’s 
potato harvest are interesting. The 
world’s foremost per capita producers of 
potatoes are the Poles; their record for 
the past season is 1,250 kilograms per 
Pole. Ireland comes next with eight 
hundred kilos, and Germany third with 
seven hundred and fifty. Holland and 
Canada both produce a fair percentage of 
potatoes, while France, Britain and the 
United States figure low down in the list, 
with productions of 225, 137 and 125 kilos 
per capita respectively. A philosopher 
who chose to develop a theory that the 
comparative success of nations depends 
on the class of food which forms their 
staple diet might find in these figures the 
wherewithal to support his contentions. 
It has been argued, indeed, that rice 
and oatmeal build bonnier nations than 
potatoes and white bread; but when 
we try to establish iaentities between 
peoples we are on dangerous ground. 
Possibly some expert commission will 
delve into the whole problem and will 
condemn the ,otato as an inferior medium 
f ~ the sustentation. of the human frame or, 
on the other hand, will assure us that a 
potato diet breeds special qualities of 
imagination and resource. Meanwhile the 
potato will continue to feed vast numbers 
of the world’s citizens, and the size of 
the crop and its prospective price will 
remain a matter of domestic as well as 
statistica] concern. :

TRANSFER OF ACTIONS. 

The High Court, as provided by the Con- 
stitution Act, will. be ,“‘ invested with full 
original jurisdiction in and power to deter- 
mine all matters and questions, whether of 
law or fact, civil or criminal,” and there is 
nothing in the Bill to take away its juris 
diction in any matter. It does not, however, 
follow that a plaintiff who has commenced 
his action in the High Court will be allowed 
against the wishes of the defendant to. have 
it tried there if there is a concurrent )uris- 
diction in the Circuit Court, and Clause 25 

rovides for the remittal or transfer of actions. 
Different considerations arise in the cases of 
actions of contract and tort respectively, but 
if there is not be be effective trial by jury 
in the Cireuit Court, it would seem that a 

laintiff who has instituted an action for 
amages for tort in the High Court should 
have the right (on giving, if required, security 
for the costs of the action) to have the action 
retained there, so that the issues may be 
tried and the damages assessed by a jury. 
Such a provision would seemingly be in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations <f the 
Judiciary Committee. Power should a'so be 
given for the transfer in a proper case of an 
action from the Circuit Court to the Hich 
Court, and if thete is to be any penalty by 
way of deprivation of costs where a liti- 
gant has proceeded in the higher of two 
courts having concurrent jurisdiction the 
limits of wach penalty should be set forth 
in the Bill. 
NUMBER OF CIRCUITS AND TENURE OF 

JUDGES. 

Under the Bill the twenty-six counties of 
Saorstat Eireann are grouped into cht 
cirenits, and this grouping is made permanent 
in the sense that an Act of the Oireachtas 
will be necessary for any alteration thereof. 
The Committee recommended that power 
should he reserved to tho Exeervtive to 
increase. the number of permanent circuits (by 
a redistribution of the counties) from eight to 


.ten, should the state of business require it. 


When it is recollected that on the criminal 
side of the Circuit Court there will be most 
of the cases which now go to Quarter £es- 
sions, as well as most of the cases which go 
to. Assizes, while on the civil side there will 
be a large proportion of the cases now heard 
in the Hich Court as well as the greater 
part of such cases as are now heard in the 
County Court, it is plain that, though the 
sessions of the Circuit Court be continuous, 
the provision of eight Courts only is not 
likely to be sufficient to prevent an accumula- 
tion of arrears of business. This will be so 
even on the ussumption that there will. not 
be a jury in civil actions in the Circuit 
Court ; hat if there are to be civil jury trials 
there the accumulation of business, will be 
very much greater. If the Government wish 


| that the number of circuits should in the first 


instance be limited to eight, the contingency 
(which appeais to be a certainty rather than 
a contingency) of an accumulation. of business 
could be met by giving power to the Execu- 
tive, on uthe passicvg of a Yesohition by the 
Dail to that cffect, to appoint two, additional 
circuit judges to hold office by the same 
tenure as the ordinary circuit judges, and to 
be available to discharge their functions wher- 
ever there is for the time being an accumula- 
tion of business. 

It might be provided that any vacancy 
among the ordinary circuit jadges occurring 
while there is any additional circuit judge in 
Office should be filled by the appointment 
thereto of the additional circuit judge, or one 
of them as the case might be 
and that no new additional circuit judge 
should be appointed except on the passing 
of-a resolution by the Dail to that effect. 

Every judge who has to discharge any sub- 
stantial portion of the judicial business of the 
community should be independent in the exer- 
cise of his functions. Such a provision for 
the appointment of additional circuit judges 
as is above suggested would give effect to this 
principle and would be free from the objec- 
tionable feature of Clause 46 whereby one- 
fifth of the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court 
would be put into the hands of “ remov- 
ables.” Under Clause 46, “temporary assis- 
tant circuit judges may be appointed,’’ who 
would have no tenure whatever.

The Protectién Bogey. 


A Radical paper informs its reader, 
that “the Government's subtle attemp;

Tory Criticism. 

Oddly enough, the most pointed 
criticism of the protective policy to which 
the Government's preference proposals 
are said to be a preliminary has come 
from an old Tory agriculturist, Mr. E. \, 
Pretyman, who told the Executive Com. 
mittee of the Central Landowners’ Asxo- 
ciation yesterday that, in his opinion, the 
present crisis in agriculture was only 
temporary. After. observing that, iL a 
tariff is to be serious in its purpose, it 
must be a permanent national policy, he 
declared that he would require detinite 
evidence of a permanent condition of 
affairs which would justify a tariff before 
he would be in favour of one. 


The Premier's Policy. 


The Prime Minister has been ireely 
accused of late of being without a policy, 
but his friends say that he will have a 
policy aJl right when the sessions of the 
Imperial Conference concerned with 
foreign «ffairs have come to an end. it 
may well be that Mr. Baldwin has certain 
ideas regarding Germany and France, 
which he hesitated to put into operation 
until he had been assured cí the sup- 
port of the Conference, and, after all, he 
had not long to wait for such support, if 
it could be given. Consequently, it would 
not be at all surprising if the Prime 
Minister now should come out with a 
strong and definite policy. Some of his 
supporters, in fact, declare.that it will he 
one of quite a revolutionary nature com- 
pared to those wnich we have had of late. 


Lord Carson sa Speech, 


It is now understood that Lord 
Curzon’s reply to the debate on the Im- 
perial Conference on foreign affairs will not 
be delivered until next Monday instead 
of to-morrcw. The members of the Con- 
ference find that, on account of ceremonia! 
engagements, time will be jacking for the 
conclusion of the debate this week. It 
will be re led that there is a big City 
ceremonial to-morrow, which will oceup; 
some hours. It is interesting news that 
one of the } »minion delegates has brought 
forward quite a comprehensive scheme {or 
the settlement of both the reparations 
and Allies’ debts questions. Much 
mystery surrounds the plan, Lut more is 
likely to be heard of it before long. 


Mr. Amery and Emigration. 


Some very fine speeches have veen 
delivered during the Imperial Conference, 
but it is said that Mr. Amery has made 
the best, so far, of any Minister of the 
Crown. He spoke upon the question of 
emigration, and it is said that his remarks 
were clarity and conviction personified. 
His audience listened with amazement 
while he poured forth comparative figures 
of under-population overseas’ and over- 
population at home. His remarks made 
a great impression on his hearers, and a 
special sub-committee was set up to in- 
quire into the question and submit a 
report to the Imperial Conference before 
it adjourns, 

Faseisem in Difficulties. 

Rumours from Italy for some time past 
have indicated that all is not going well 
with the Fascisti movement.
